As cold and moisture are oiten times injurious 
to the delicate rudiment of tin fruit,, many flow, 
ers are observed to droop on tlfc approach of rain, 
or the falling of the evening **w, so as to form a 
shelter fpr thb enclosed etrbryo. The garden 
pea ( Pitum sativum) exhibits this phenomenon, 
a considerable time befor e t he rain commencesi 
and on this account baaMRUted much celebrity 
for its wonderful power Wpredicting K storm. 
The manner in which iald and moisture operate 
in this cue, is now proved to be, as far as relates 
to thwflower, purely mechanical. They exert s 
chUfing sad benumbing influence, rendering lan¬ 
guid the circulation of the sap, and consequently 
producing the effect just described. The mo¬ 
tion of the flower and the beneficial result of 
it, may be considered by some, merely a casual 
coincidence; but these coincidences are so nu¬ 
merous, and so often conducive tn the welfare 
and perfection of nsturc’s works, thst few ob¬ 
serving reflecting minds have ever beef able to 
withhold their acknowledgement ami admiration 
of a contriving omnipotence by which they were 
designed.

of the seed. The plant itself mkfcea no choice 
in this (natter, the sane species always observing 
the same unchangeable course. 

But there are certain operations of the vital 
prinoiple of vegetables which have stronger 
claims to the existence of a presiding intelligent 
faculty in the individual plant. Such are the 
motions exhibited by the class of pfants called 
sensitive, whose leaves collapse immedistely 
when any part of the plant is injured—(he clos¬ 
ing of some flowers to entrap insects that at¬ 
tempt to prey upon them—the approaching and 
receding of the stamens and pointnls of flowers 
—snd various other movements which are tho’t 
by some to evince the existence of *e inability 
and sensation, and consequently of a tentorium 
commune, or centre of perception. 

The mimota or sensitive plant* will serve to 
illustrate the extreme delicacy of some vegeta¬ 
bles. The leaves of this plant are placed oppo¬ 
site each other, on the main font-stalk, and ap¬ 
proach in pairs so as to protect the upper respi¬ 
ratory surface, when cold, moisture, or any me¬ 
chanical irritant is applied. The mimosa and 
several others have acquired the title of tleeping 
plants, from this peculiar arrangement of the fo¬ 
liage by night. 

The tarractnea purpurea or tide-saddle flower, 
an inhabitant of the swamps of New Jersey, ha* 
a structure of the leaves fatal to marty insects. 
They ate hollow cylinders, several inches long, 
and one or more in diameter, furnished with a 
cap or hood which closes Tike t valve upon the 
Open extremity when the leaf it injured Insects 
are fond of entering the cavities, and are then 
ahut in by the lid with which the entrance ia 
provided. These leaves alto contain water, by 
meant of which the insects tre drowned. 

The Diontm mutcipula , or Menu*’* fly-trap, is 
s very curious plant, a native of Carolina. The, 
leaves have an oval extremity, bordered with 
long, sharp teeth. They lie, • [tread upon the 
ground around the stem, fixed exactly as the 
common atcel-trapi and are so Writable, that 
when an insect creeps upon them, they suddenly 
fold up, snd crush or pierce It to death. 

The flowers of a common species of Apoeynum 
or Dog’s Bane, (A- tmdmtxmifufium ) and seve¬ 
ral’species Of Atelrpiat, also found plentifully in 
our soil, appear to be endowed with a carniver- 
ous appetite. The Anthers are so arranged as 
to form a hollow cylinder, at the bottom of which 
it the honied nectary. Any irritant applied to 
the flower causes these anther* to approach more

That the physical structure of the calvx is the 
sole cause of the Curious manner in which the 
primrose blooms. We may restlily convince our¬ 
selves by removing that obstruction early in the 
evening; when we shall observe a gradual open¬ 
ing of the flower, as in other plants; or we may 
produce the aaroe effect in*t»nt*neou*ly, liv strip¬ 
ping off the fettering calyx about sun set- By 
thus forestalling nature’* tardy movements, 1 
have exhibited to a company of visiter* the novel 
spectacle of an fEnothera in full and fr- grant 
bloom, a few moments after I had brought it in 
my hand from it* native field, covered only with 
beautiless buds. 

It may not be ami** to notice" in tbl* place, the 
curious provision afiorded tn many seeds for their 
dissemination. The wild Oat is a familiar in- 
•stance, and our native Geranium* also furnish 
example* of the same nature. Each aced has a 
longproceas orawn attached to it, whiah by be¬ 
ing alternately atraiglitcned and bent by change* 
in the moisture of the atmosphere, sometimes 
convey* the seed to* considerable distsnee from 
its original location. Advantage has been taken 
of thl* circumstance, in the application of the 
awns for tile purpose Hygrometers. The awn 
or beard of Harley is covered with small barbs, 
which are pointed in a direction contrary to the 
seed. This long awn becomes lengthened by 
the dew of night, and poshes forward the grain 
of barley. During the day, It draws up its point¬ 
ed r.nd in drying; and thus creeping along always 
in the name direction, will often travel many feet. 
Theac migrations are pur ly mechanical, and en¬ 
tirely independent ol any vital operations. How 
the seed became furnished with such ample 
means of locomotion, whether in conscqnence nf 
an ioatinctlve knowledge of its wants, or by the 
intervention of some exterior agent, we will not 
determine. Those will perhaps believe the for¬ 
mers who credit Montaigne’s story of the Italian 
King, who after dreaming all night of bull fight¬ 
ing in which he was engaged, found the next 
morning that his forehead was adorned with a 
promising pair ofhom*! 

The influence of moistnre, air, tight, and heat, 
in determining the more vigorous growth of 
plants in the direction from which these stimuli 
proceed, would furnish a very -interesting sub¬ 
ject for an entire essay. I will only remark that 
unleu the plant, is beyond the sphere of their 
physical operationmo Instinctive a'tribute is re¬ 
quired in t|ie rationale ot its approach to the 
source of those stimulating agents. It has been 
lupposed that the upward growth of vegetables 


had closed up to form the cylinder. After 2 or 
3 hours of laborious toil, during which time it 
was transported a considerable distance in my 
hand, for the benefit of mv botanical friends, the 
little prisoner succeeded in extricating him¬ 
self, from the grasp of his fstigned snd dying en¬ 
emy. 1 have since repeatedly wtlnesaed the 
same experiment, by holding a fly so that its leg* 
might become entangled in. the same manner. 
The common house fly, however, is generally 
too strong to be detained a great while by the 
Asclrpias. 

The motion of liie stamens and pointal* of 
flower* at the period of their maturity, is another 
striking featnre of vegetable life, which has led 
some physiologists to exalt the character of 
plunts nearly to a level with the animal creation 
In some-of thorn the atamens move, one by one, 
towards the point*),, and jn-Otbor* the pointal al¬ 
ternately approaches and recede* from, the dif¬ 
ferent slameni. From f*cts like these did Dar- 
win gather hi* fanciful notions ofthe love* snd 
marriage* of plants, j- 

Haviog detailed some of the leading facts, that 
are adduced to support the analogy between an 
imal and vegetable life, I will next explain, in i 
few words, the theory inferred therefrom, premi¬ 
sing *n explanation of the term* inedibility and 
tentibilily: 

Irritability ia that principle ofthe living fibre, 
which enable* it to contract when acted upon by 
any mechanical agent. By virtue of irratibility, 
the muscle* ot * limb will contract for some time 
after the limb ia severed from the body. Semi, 
bility implies the existence of a tentorium aim- 
mune, or brain snd nervous system, snd enables 
the organized body to perceive the impression of 
• stimulating agent, and to feel pleasure or pain 
therefrom. Thut’ii a sharp instrument penetrate 
my arm, pain, and the contraction ofthe injured 
muscular fibres are the consequences. The for¬ 
mer is owing to sensibility, snd the latter to irri¬ 
tability. But when I feel the pain, and owing 
to this pain, withdraw my arm from the offending 
cause, tentibilily is called into nctinn. If my 
arm were detached from the body, the muscles 
would still contract for s time, when wounded, 


upon them. Indeed we know, that even in the 
animal frame, 'irritability, or at least the power of 
contraction it ndt,af necessity, connected’with 
muscular fibrest* for these have nevef. been de¬ 
tected in the skin, which, nevertheless, i* evi¬ 
dently contractible. 

The most prominent argument of Dr. Darwin, 
he deduces from the contraction of vegetable 
fibres owing to the abtence of certain stimuli, as 
of heat Slid lightt which he supposes is impossi¬ 
ble unless sensation be produced. Admitting 
thit animal and vegetable life are governed by 
the same laws, this were a more formidable, ar¬ 
gument. But until the Identity of their laws is 
established it rests upon mere supposition. 

It were almost enough for the demolition of s 
theory st the present day, to name Darwin as its 
author; so peculiarly unfortunate was that writer 
in hi* speculative views. The world will long 
be indebted to him fbr his diligent researches, 
and accurate observations. And perhaps his 
name will hold a more exalted place on the scale 
of science, when the lapse of another century 
shall have covered more deeply in oblivion his 
romsntic theories. 

Let us now examine if the principle of irrita¬ 
bility is sufficient to account for those curious 
and interesting operations, a sketch of which hat 
just been given. "In irritation, the stimulated 
muscles only are brought into action, without 
being perceived by the other parts of the sys¬ 
tem.” We have no evidence that sny otherthan 
(he irritated portion of the plant ia called into 
action, in the case of the Asclepias and Apooy- 
mim, whose flowers entrap flies snd other insects 
—the Sarracenia and Mutcipula, whose leavea 
have the same effect—rand the-stamens and.poin- 
tals, whose motions see admitted to be in conse- 
sequence of some''physical impressions of the 
one upon the other, rtls true that the effect of 
an injury inflicted upon the mimosa, ia perceiv- 
ed in very distant parti ofthe plant; but even 
here, all the contractions proceed from the irri¬ 
tated point, and extend to other parts in propor¬ 
tion as the injury ia severe.—On the contrary if 
there exist a brain for the whole plant, to which | 
sensation is referred, why do we not ohserve the 
effects of a severe injury to appear simultaneous- 
ly in several parts of the plant' . That contrac¬ 
tion takes place from defect «-f stimulus, the sleep 
of plants is not sufficient evidence; for supposing 
the existence of two sets of fibres thst act in 
opposition to each other, the stimulus of light 
will rnable the fibre* of one set to act, and ex¬ 
pand the leaf by overcoming the antagonizing 
fibre*,- and when this stimulus is withdrawn, 
those which close ths lealf are able, in their turn, 
to gain the ascendancy. 

The most enthusiastic advocates of opposing 
theories are continually falling into absurdities. 
Descartes construed vital actions into mechanical 
operations, and Darwin saw in physical effects, 
the exercise of vital and even nf mental ener¬ 
gies. 8o tar did each extend his favorite theory, 
that they brought the extremes to agree in one 
reip ;ct—in their absutlity. Descartes consid¬ 
ered brutes as mere mechanical machines; with 
neither ideas nor sensation; neither pain nor plea¬ 
sure; and that their outcries under punishment 
and their alacrity I* putsuing an enemy or de- 


lahd South Carolina,f Georgia, Ohio, Ken¬ 
tucky; Tennessee,}: Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Missouri, Indiana, end Illinois, 
require a residence of three, sir, and twelve 
months; nine of these States onljr require the 
additional qualification of personal tax.

Virginia requires a freehold 
of——acres. 

Maine, New Hampshire. Vermont, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, Connecticut, New York, Pgn- 
cylvania, Delaware, Maryland, North Cno- 
line, South Carolina, Qhio, Tennessee, Mis¬ 
sissippi, Alabama, and Indiana, vote by bal¬ 
lot. Georgia, Illinois, and Virginia, vote vi¬ 
va voce. New Jersey, Kentucky, Louisi¬ 
ana, and Missouri, leave the mode of voting 
to the provisions of the law. 

In N. Carolina, Alabama, and Vitginia on¬ 
ly, are the elections conducted by Sheriffs— 
who thereby have a great Influence over the 
laws regulating the practical administration 
of justice, ree 7 blllt, See, In all other States 
a certain number ofcelect men, special judg¬ 
es, magistrates, superintendants, managers, 
fltc. as they are variously denominated, are 
especially designated to take charge of the 
polls and make the returns under oath. 

Tbe Legislature are divided into upper 
and lower House, or Senate and Represen¬ 
tatives, except in Vermont, where there is 
no Senate. 

The Senatort are elected, In all tbe States, 
by the people residing therein, and paying 
tax as above stated,' except in Virginia and 
North Carolina, whe^e they are elected by 
freeholders. The Representatives are elec¬ 
ted in all the States, by the people having 
the aforementioned qualifications, except in 
Virginia alone, where they are elected by 
freeholders, who daily have a diminishing 
proportion to the whole body of the people. 

The Senators and Representatives iu most 
of the States are limited in number, and are ■ 
distributed generally according to the ratio 
of population or of taxation—in most States 
the Senators serve from two to five years, 
in some only one year; In moat States the Re¬ 
presentatives serve but ooe year, bnt in some 
they serve two years. In most States the 
Senators are required to be from 2J to 35 
years of age, in tome the age is not speci¬ 
fied; in a few States the Representatives are 
required to he more that 21 years of age: 

To wit—Main, N. Hampshire, Massachu¬ 
setts, Connecticut, N. York. Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, S. Carolina, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Virginia, limit their Senators variously 
trom 21 to 38; Indiana and Iiltnoia limit 
theirs each to 50; and all these States ap¬ 
portion their senators to counties, districts, 
according to population or taxation, except 
Louisiana and Virginia, which distribute

CONSTITUTIONS. 

A General Synofitit of the Constitutions o/| 
the Stalet. 

The great outlines of the Constitution! 
relate to the Sovereignty or the suffrage of 
the People; the Legislature; the Executive; 
the Judiciary; the subordinate officers, civil 
and military; the compensations of officer*, 
and provisions for nmendmenti. 

Sovereignty, or suffrage of the people, in 
Its constitutional exercise, relate! to tha 
qualifications of vnters, the modes of voting, 
and t>) whom elections are conductfd- 

Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont Maf- 
sacUuaetts, Connecticut. New York* Marjr- 


Tcnnessec, Louisiana, Alabama, Mississip¬ 
pi, Missouri, Indiana, Illinois and Virginia, 
they are elected to serve from two to four 
years, and in Maryland five years. 

The Representativet in eighteen State* 
are apportioned to tbe ratio of population, 
viz: in Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, New York, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Ohio, Ken¬ 
tucky, Tennessee, Louisiana. Mississippi, 
Alabama, Missouri, Indiana, and Illinois. 
In Connecticut. New Jersey, Maryland, N. 
Carolina, and Virginia, they are arbitrarily 
assigned. In fixed numbers, to each county 
of uneaqual population,—Thirteen Statea 
limit the number of. Representatives, viz; 
Main to 200, New York 128. S. Carolina 124, 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Mississippi, Ala¬ 
bama, Missouri, Indiana, and lllinois-to 100, 
Ohio to 72, Louisiana to 50, and Tennessee 
to 40. Ten States, viz; N. Hampshire, Ver¬ 
mont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, N. Jer¬ 
sey, Maryland, Delaware, N. Carolina, 
Georgia and Virginia, adopt no definitive 
restriction to the number of Representatives. 

The Representatives in all the States are 
elected yearly except in South Carolina, 
Tennessee,Louisiana, Illinois, where they are 
elected once in two years. 

The Governor ia elected by the people in 
every State, except in New Jersey, Mary¬ 
land, North Carolina, 9. Carolina, Georgia 
and Virginia, where he is elected by the 
Legislature. Nineteen States require vari 
ous, that he shall be from 25 to 36 years of 
age; Vermont, Massachusetts, N. Jersey 
and Virginia, are ailent about hit age. N. 
Hampshire, Maine, Vermont, Massachus¬ 
etts, Connecticut, N. Jersey, Maryland, N. 
Carolina and Virginia, elect their Governor 
yearly, but dis-quality him for re-election, 
after a certain number of years successive 
service. The other States elect their Gov¬ 
ernor to lerve from two to four years, but 
dis-qunlify him for rc-clectlon without in¬ 
termission. 

Privy Councillors, in eight States only, 
are assigned for the Governor, via: Maine, 
N. Hampshire Vermont. Massachusetts, N. 
Jersey and Maryland, North Carolina, and 
Virginia. In all these they are elected to 
serve but one year, except in Virginia, 
where they term it neither definite or indefi¬ 
nite, but haphazard or nondescript. 

The Judges In eleven States, are appoint - 
ed by the Legislature, viz; Connecticut N. 
Jersey, N. Carolina, S. Carolina, Georgia, 
Ohio, Tennessee Mississippi, Alabama, Il¬ 
linois and Virginia. In N- York, Kentucky, 
Louisiana and Missouri, the Governor and 
Senate appoint them. In Maine N. Hamp¬ 
shire, Massachusetts and Maryland the 
Governor and Council appoint them. In 
Pennsylvania and Delaware, the Governor 
alone appoints them, lit Vermont the Pri^ 
vy Council and Representatives appoint 
them. In Indiana the Governor, the Legis¬ 
lature and tbe people participate in their 
appointment. Their tenure tn office, in 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, N. Car¬ 
oling, 8. Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee,- 
Louisiana, Illinois, and Virginia, is unqual¬ 
ifiedly during good behaviour. Iu Maine, 


N. Hampshire, Connecticut, during good 
behaviour, until they attain 70 y ears of age. 
In Mississippi and Missouri, during good be¬ 
haviour until they attain ds years; snd in 
Alabama,-duridg good,behaviour until 75 
years of age. Id N. Jersey, Ohio, and Iodl- 
ana, for a term of 7 years, la Georgia (or 
three years.’ In Vermont their tenure is 
at the option of the Privy Council and Le¬ 
gislature; and in New York it is at the op¬ 
tion of the Governor and Senate. 

The Magiitrater in South Carolina, Mis¬ 
sissippi, Alabama, Missouri and Illinois, 
are chosen under provision by law. In 
Connectisut, New Jersey, Ohio, and. Ten¬ 
nessee, they are chosen by the Legislature. 
In Maine, N. Hampshire, Massachusetts, 
Maryland and Virginia, they are appointed 
by the Governor snd Council. In Ken¬ 
tucky, and Louisiana, by the Governor and 
Senate. In Pennsylvania and Delaware, by 
the Governor, alone. In Vermont, by the 
Council and Legislature. In N. York, by 
county supervisors and judges. In Geor¬ 
gia yearly, in Ohio every three years, and in 
Indiana every five years, by the people. 
But the tenure is generally from three to 
seven years during good behaviour. 

The Attorney General is an officer not 
recognised by the Constitutions of Vermont, 
Connecticut, South Carolina, Ohio and In¬ 
diana. In Maine. New Hampshire. Massa¬ 
chusetts, and Maryland, he is appointed by 
the Governor and Council. In Delaware ho 
is appointed by the Governor. In New 
J’ork, New Jersey.'North Carolina, Geor¬ 
gia, Tennessee, Mississippi, Alabama, and 
Virginia, he la appblnted by the Legislature, 
and in Pennsylvania, hi* election is requir¬ 
ed to be provided for by law 

Tbe Swosurer, in all the States, are cho- 
aen by tW*Legl*latqre, to serve variously, 
one, two, three, of four years; except in 
Vermont atid Connecticut, where he is elect¬ 
ed vearly by the people. 

The Secretary of State, in Pennsylvania, 
and Delaware, is appointed by the Covent¬ 
or. In Kentucky, Louisiana, Missouri and 
ntinoii, he is chosen by the Governor and 
Senate. In all the other States, he Is chos¬ 
en by the Legislature; except in Connecti¬ 
cut, where hei* eleoted yearly by the peo¬ 
ple, and in Virginia, where-the Constitution 
require he shall be chosen by the Legisla¬ 
ture, but where the office ha* long since be¬ 
come obsolete—the Clerk of the Executive, 
or the Governor himself, serving as their 
brgan of communication, &c. 

The Sheriff vha generally has a greater 
Intitude of golden opportunities, patronage, 
favor and abuse of power, than any other 
officer in these States, is appointed by the 
Governor and Council in Maine, New 
Hampshire, and Massachusetts; by the 
Council and Legislature in Vermont; by tbe 
Governor and Senate in Louisiana; by the 
County court and Governor in Kentucky and 
Virginia; by the Legiahtture in Connecticut; 
by provision of Law in South Carolina and 
Georgia; by the people and the Governor 
in Pennsylvania, Delaware and Maryland; . 
by the County Court in Tennessee, and by 
the people in New York, New Jersey, Oht 
Mississippi, Alabama, Missouri, Indiana am 
Illinois. This unparalleled variety, Hs tl 
mode* of electing Sheriffs, shows the perira- 
sive sente of difficulty, td'hold them tothe'r 
proper responsibility, and equitable dis¬ 
charge of their diversified functions. T“rir 
tenure of office varies from one, to two, three 
and four year*. 

Military Officers, that is, Officersof 
litia, are appointed in almost at gr^at a 
riety of way* as Sheriff*. In Pennivlvan 
and Delaware, they are appointed by tl 
Governor; in New Hampshire and Mary¬ 
land, byHhe Governur and Council^ in Ver¬ 
mont, by the Council and Legislatures..id. 
North Carolina, Georgia and Missouri, by’- 
the Legislature, in South Carolina, Louisi¬ 
ana, Mississippi, and Alabama, by lews) pro¬ 
vision; in Maine, Massachusetts, N. York, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Indiana and Illinois, they are generally cho¬ 
sen according to their grade, by their com¬ 
panies, tlieir subalterns, and Legislatures, 
governorjsr governor and council. Their ten¬ 
ure of Office is generally undefined, except 
in Indiana and IUinoise, where it is during 
good behaviour until 60 years of age. 

The compensation ot civil officers and 
member* of the Legislature, in most of the 
States is very partially left to the Legisla¬ 
ture, to estnblish or regulate by law, as in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont Massa¬ 
chusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Delaware, Maryland North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi, Ala¬ 
bama, Missouri, and Virginia. In New 
York the compensation to members of the 
! legislature is fixed by the constitution at 
I $3 per day, and that of other officers is es- 
i tublisbed by law. Whereas in Ohio, Ken- 
i lucky, Tennessee, Louisiana, Indiana and 
j Illinois, all compensations are fixed by tbo 
constitutions. 

Amendment» to the constitutions are va¬ 
riously provided for by the constitutions of 
nineteen States, viz. In Maine the legisla¬ 
ture may propose amendments for the adop¬ 
tion of the people. In New Hampshire the 
question of convention or no convention ia 
submitted to the people every seven years. 
In Vermont a convention may be called, if 
advistd by- a council of censors, every sev¬ 
enth year. In Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and New York, amendment* proposed and 
agreed to by two succc<$lve legislatures 
may he referred to the people. In Dela¬ 
ware, Maryland, South 'Carolina, Geoigia, 
Alabama and Missouri, amendments may 
be proposed and adupted by the agreement 
of two successive legislatures, In Ohio, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Louisiana, Mississip¬ 
pi and Illinois, the legislature may refer the 
question of convention to the people at any 
time. In Indiana a poll shall be held for or 
against a convention every twelve years.' In 
Virginja, North Carolina apd New Jersey . 
there is no provision on the subject.

PEACE IN EUROPE. * 

By the ship Mary Lord, Capt. Wilton, arrived 
at the port of New York, ih 28 <Uy« from Lon¬ 
don, papers of that eity to lire 27'th of 8ept. in¬ 
clusive have been received. They bring pos¬ 
itive intelligence that the Treaty of Peace be¬ 
tween Russia and Turkey it actually coneluded 
sad signed. 

We are indebted to the New York Commer¬ 
cial Advertiser of Saturday hit, for tbe tubie- 
fluent articles:— 

Peace in the East .—The rumor communicated 
to our readers in a postscript last evening, is am¬ 
ply confirmed- Hostilitiea have ceased jn the 
East.—This intelligence was received in London 
on the evening of September20th, by tire arrival 
of Mr. Whitshed, attached to the English Lega¬ 
tion at Berlin, with despatches from Sir R. Cor¬ 
don, dated Constantinople, VAug; 24th, and 
from Mr. Seymor at Berlin^ of riept. 13th. The 
Courier of Sept 31st, gives the following as the 
substance, so far at it has transpired, of the intel¬ 
ligence from, ihe Turkish capital, Which had 
reached Berlin at the date of Mr. Whitahed’s 
departure:— , . . 

“In consequence of an earnest representation 
of the Reis Effendi, on the 23d Aug. the Brit¬ 
ish and French Ambassadors, and pytrerml Muf¬ 
fling, concerted together as to .the meaps of 
averting the calamities which might Jjcappre¬ 
hended from the appearance of the Riiasiin army 
before Constantinople.—They h«d accordingly a 
conference with the Reis Effendi early on the 
24th, at which were present also the Plenipo¬ 
tentiaries of the Porte, Ssdch Effendi, the Min¬ 
ister of Finance, and Csdie Bey, appointed to 
treat with the Russians. 

"The conference ended in the fullest latitude 
being given to tbe Plenipotentiaries to treat re- 
apecting the indemnities to be conceded to Rus- 
aia for me expenses ofthe war; and in.the mis¬ 
sion of M. de Rutter, the Confidential Secretary 
of General Muffling, to accompany the Turkish 
Plenipotentiaries to the Iread-quancraofGeneral 
Diebitach, with a joint representation ofthe Am¬ 
bassadors to the Russ.in General, pledging 
■themselve- for the pacific disposition of the .-iul- 
tan, and urging the necessity, of an immediate 
suspension of hostilities. 

“Th^ Plenipotentiaries snd M. de Raster 
reached Adriuuoplr on the 27tti of A4(gu»t| and 
on the 20lh Gen. Diebitsch gave orders for the 
cessation of hostilities on the whole line of the 
Russian operat ions. The preliminaries of peace 
hail not been signed: but both parties were per¬ 
fectly satisfied with the disposition manifested 
on either side, and little doubt was entertained 
that the terms would bF settled in a few days.’ 1 

It is true tjjat this ne*i is not official from 
Constantinople, liny fartlu r loan could have 
been communicated by Sir R. Gorden In Ins des¬ 
patches of rhe 24th of Aug. And it appears by 
the Morning Chronicle of the 23d of Sept., that 
despatches wore tire day previously received in 
London, froth Sir IS.

pendence of Greece is recognized on ihe basis 
of the treaty of London, till amneaty is granted 
to the inbabilanta of Senna, and Moldavia, and 
Wallachia placed under the protection of Russia, 
and till an indemnity is given for the expenses 
of thc'war, as well as for the loases sustained by 
Russian subjects-” 

As it regards the independence of Greece, it 
is very likely that the obstinacy of the Sultan 
may have induced the conqueror lo make his 
herm^ still more rigid, than were exacted by the 
Treaty of London, and therefore the. Hamburg 
article may .be true upon this point. 

Notwithstanding the arrest of hostilities, we 
have continued the official accounts of the Rus¬ 
sian operations, down to the conclusion of the 
armistice. The details of the occupation of A- 
drianoplc by the'Russians, as givrn by General 
Diebitsch, are not rendered less interesting by 
subsequent events. They “confirm slf we knew 
before respecting the force, the conduct,-r^uid 
the self disurganizatlun of the Turkish garrison, 
to which several thousand irregular* 1 had been 
tdded, together with a great number of armed 
inhabitants. Npt one shot was fired, and so 
anxious were t he defender* of the pl*ce to re¬ 
lieve themselves from, all responsibility, tlmt 
they did not even wait tire expiration of tire time 
granted them by General Diebitsch to consider 
his terms, nor K indeed, to obtain any terms what¬ 
ever, but disbanded themselves without any ca¬ 
pitulation, some of the PaCltas of two and three 
tails riding up to join the conquerors, others 
galloping awsyt and the whole garrison throw¬ 
ing away its urms," ■ 

From all the accounta,R is clear that at the sup¬ 
posed dote Of the trace, Gen. Roth Imd oc¬ 
cupied Rodosto, snd sent a division farther to 
the right to take possession of Enos, the Rus¬ 
sians were therefore established on the coast of 
the Gulf of Enos, communicating with the Arch¬ 
ipelago and the Mediterranean, and on that ofthe 
tea of Mormora, within fifty milea of Constanti¬ 
nople! whilst, in the Black Sea, Admiral Greig, 
as it will be seen by an account from tbe Prus¬ 
sian Slate Gazette given below, had -taken Inca- 
da, the last port of any importance before ap¬ 
proaching the entrance to the Bosphorus.

EUROPEAN AFFAIRS.—The Hichmond

The grand desideratum of Russian politics and 
Russian ambition, the possession of European 
Turkey, seems at length, after Varioui efforts dis 
peried through an interval of more than 200 
years, folly within their grasp. Adrisnopietsk- 
en almost without resistance, the victorious Rus¬ 
sians within three days' march of Constantino
